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A NEW DIMENSION IN DRAPERY AND UPHOLSTERY FABRICS 
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Professions result from supplying a highly specialized service to the 
basic and elemental needs of man. The function of the legal profession 
is to protect his rights and dignity; the medical profession protects his 
health; and the architectural profession supplies him with shelter. 

The interior decorating profession creates backgrounds for his social 
and economic life. There is no attempt here to infer that interior deco- 
ration has the same basic essential characteristics as the three above- 
named professions whose roots were planted from necessity very early 
in our sociological development. 

PROFESSIONALISM Historically, however, it is of interest to the interior decorator to 
know that one of the first decorating jobs on record was done for Aaron 
Burr on Blennerhasset Island in 1798 by the great grandfather of F. W. 
Richardson, the second president of the American Institute of Deco- 
rators. Thirty-one years earlier, statesman-architect Thomas Jefferson 
had finished the plans for Monticello. 

Protecting the rights and dignity of man, giving him shelter and 
protecting his health are vital services. Sheer necessity supplied the 
favorable climate in which the roots of these professions flourished. 

Culture manifests itself in the desire to supplement man’s basic needs. 
It has been the favorable climate created by this urge that has made it 
possible for the interior decorating profession to take root in this 
country. Interior decoration is a cultural necessity today, and as indis- 
pensable as music, literature and the theater are to our way of living. 

Next year the American Institute of Architects celebrates its centen- 
nial. This year the American Institute of Decorators celebrated its 25th 
Anniversary. I believe that every interior decorator in this country 
respects the professional prerogatives of the architect, as master builder 
and engineer in the highly technological concept of creating shelter for 
residential and business purposes. The function of creating back- 
grounds, however, for living and working within the interior spaces 
resulting from the shelter that the architect creates is likewise a highly 
specialized function, requiring specialized training and education 
totally different in concept from the education and training required by 
the architect. 

Should the architect usurp the function of the interior decorator? It 
is understandable that an architect should be interested and concerned 
with what happens in the interior spaces that he creates. Good interior 
decoration will obviously enhance the value of the architectural effort, 
and, conversely, a poorly designed interior will negate the architectural 
effort. Likewise, inferior masonry, carpentry, wiring, etc., will also 
negate the architect’s professional standing. 

The solution is not in a do-it-myself philosophy on the part of the 
architect. The answer is obvious. As a professional it is the architect’s 
obligation to make sure that the masonry, carpentry, and wiring are 
handled by competent craftsmen. It’s the same with the interior decora- 
tion. If the client is desirous of professional advice, then it becomes a 
professional obligation of the architect to recommend a specialist in the 
field of interior decoration. Every architect is professionally bound to 
respect the functions of his allied professions. He is professionally 
bound to recommend the use of such talent to his client. 

There are many architects who do not belong to the American Insti- 
tute of Architects, nevertheless the A.I.A. sets the rules of ethics and 


practice for the entire profession. The same holds true with the Ameri- 
can Institute of Decorators. Its members constitute a minority in the 


field of interior decoration; however, it is also responsible for the rules 
of ethics and practices in its entire field. 

I frankly don’t believe that it is the intent of the American Institute 
of Architects to encourage its members to usurp the function of the 
interior decorator. I believe however, that it is time that the A.I.A. and 
the A.I.D. got together for the purpose of clarifying their respective 
professional functions and spheres of operations.

K essler-Wohl Associates, builders of the new Royal York Apart- 
ments at York Avenue and 63rd Street in Manhattan can lay 
claim to the largest and most distinguished roster of interior de- 
signers ever assembled for one installation. Twenty-three members 
of the New York Chapter of the American Institute of Decorators 
have participated in designing seven model apartments on the 
second floor of the building for a public exhibit entitled Models 
for Personalized Living. The exhibit is the largest of its kind 
ever put on by the A.I.D. and has been planned to acquaint the 
public with the professional work of interior designers. Proceeds 
from the admission charge of $1.50 go to the Madison Square 
Boys’ Club. 

Future tenants of the apartments are offered an unusual color 
service from a special committee of A.I.D. members Millicent 
Cushny, Ruth Strauss, Beatrice West and John Wisner who sub- 


mitted color recommendations for kitchen cabinets, vinyl tile 





flooring, Formica tops, bathroom tile and wall paint. Tenants 
can select from seven different kitchen schemes, five for bath- 
rooms and sixteen wall colors. 

In addition to the twenty-three A.I1.D. members, numerous 
trade associations have contributed to the success of the project, 
including the American Rayon Institute, Floor Covering Associa- 
tion, Carpet Institute, The Wallpaper Council and the Decorative 
Furniture Manufacturing Association. Merchandise from individ- 


ual manufacturers and showrooms is credited with the accom- 





panying renderings.

Designer's Background 


One of the outstanding names in New York City associated with 
contract interiers is Maria Bergson Associates, the most recent 
example of the firm’s work being the large offices completed for 
First National City Bank of New York, pictured in INTERIOR DESIGN 


for April. For her own offices, Maria Bergson has specified much 








of the successful planning exemplified in the work for her clien- 
tele, and many of these ideas for lighting, privacy and good design 
—in both office layout and furniture design—have received full 
expression, as shown in the accompanying photographs. Closets, 
cabinets and storage space units are everywhere, usually integrated 
as part of the structure of the room itself or serving in the dual 
capacity of room divider. Each work station was designed so that 
personnel would be near to or facing an outside window. In one 
room it was necessary to erect a transparent glass partition to carry 
through this theme. 

The reception room is bright and cheerful with a casual seating 
group placed at the corner opposite the reception desk; coat closets 
are hidden ingeniously by walnut panels forming a decorative fea- 
ture of the room. 

For her private office, Miss Bergson provided areas for client and 
staff conferences, as well as a section for exhibiting sketches and 
renderings for clients, Her own penchant for informality prompted 


the design for a glass-top table around which chairs are arranged 82 INTERIOR DESIGN JUNE 1956

when needed. A unifying window treatment was created with slid- 
ing shoji screens of black lacquered wood and translucent glass fiber 
panels, and serves to shut out an undesirable view without sacrifice 
of natural light. 

As might have been done for a client with special needs, a desk was 
designed to suit the owner’s special way of working. Space for files 
and papers was provided by cabinets within easy reach behind the 
desk; and desk drawers are therefore limited to office tools only, 
placed in small compartments. A black, red and white color scheme 
is spiced by geraniums placed in bright pots along the windowsills. 

One of the precepts in Miss Bergson’s designing is the conviction 
that each employee should have as much privacy as is necessary for 
efficiency. In developing this idea in the drafting and designing 
departments, the drawing boards have been placed on individual 
cabinets, and each cabinet has two-way access and is shared by two 
boards. Pegboard panels are used as space dividers and make a 
logical place for hanging tools. 

The two offices divided by the glass partition indicate one solu- 
tion for providing natural light and a view for the inner space. An- 
other unusual feature in these offices is the wall covered with insu- 
lating cork; it is not only economical, but its texture and dark 
brown color offer a pleasant contrast to the other light walls. 

A place for everything and everything in its place is easier to say 
than to contrive; yet this office has achieved exactly that—and more. 
Coupled with meticulous efficiency there is a friendly gracious atmos- 
phere, assuring everyone who enters that the offices were designed 


%4 with comfort in mind, 
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Frank Hamilton: 


The original designs in ceramics shown here are 
from the skilled hand of Frank Hamilton, who be- 
came a ceramist by studying to be an engineer and 
then a writer. The transformation in the intent 
of his career came after studying at Colorado Coi- 
lege and Stanford University and attempts at writ- 
ing in Paris. In San Francisco, during a period 
of dissatisfaction at his writing output, a friend, 
Fred Durkee, suggested that as a means of finding 
an outlet for his creative ability he try a potter’s 
wheel he had in his garage. He soon found the 
new “distraction” so absorbing that he enrolled at 
Marin College, Kentfield, where, under the guid- 
ance of Ed Cadogan, he mastered enough of the 
fundamentals of throwing, decorating and glazing 
to permit experimentation in a studio of his own. 

This studio is located in Belvedere, a little town 
seventeen miles north of San Francisco, and all 
the glazes used have been developed there. Hamil- 
ton uses a clay body of his own construction for 
special pieces, but the amount of labor involved in 
mixing enough clay for his use is so time-consum- 
ing that he uses a commercial clay for the majoritv 
of his work. Most of it is fired between 2200- 
2300°F. in a reduction fire, in a HF 12 cu, ft. 
Alpine gas-fired kiln. Few potters in Europe work 
as Hamilton and other American potters do, namely 
one person executing the entire procedures neces- 
sary for the finished product, including throwing, 
decorating, finishing with a glaze specially de- 
signed by the potter and firing to a temperature de- 
sired to mature the glaze. 

Hamilton is of the opinion shared by many 
ceramists: that it is necessary for one person to 
be able to execute all the phases in the making of 
pottery, in order to achieve a true form of art. 
There are painters and potters who collaborate, 
with the potter executing the form and the painter 
executing the design, and the combination is ad- 
mirable as long as the work is designated as such; 
but to exhibit ceramics as Picasso does, signed 


only by himself when, in reality, he has not par- 
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Creative Ceramics 


ticipated in the actual production, is deception in 
that he uses his reputation as a painter to enter a 
field about which he knows little. “It amounts to 
much the same thing,” says Hamilton, “as Mr. 
Clark Gable running for the U. S. Senate. With a 
campaign properly managed he doubtless would be 
elected; but, like Picasso, he would be using the 
fame gained in one field to enter another completely 
foreign to his talents.” 

Individually crafted pottery can be as much a 
work of art as painting. Hamilton is just begin- 
ning to achieve enough skill, after five years in 
the field, to be able to produce the things he wants 
to produce. And he does not feel that he must 
present a new line of triangular bowls, just to be 
different—an idea more than any other that has 
hindered the goal of true design, because “some- 
thing different” has only an immediate appeal, the 
novelty of it soon disappearirg and another “some- 
thing different” being produced to replace it. A 
thing of true beauty, however, will stand forever. 
There is little that has not been made in the way 
of ceramics, and therefore it is more important to 
use the work of others to the potter’s advantage in 
turning out pottery that the customer likes and 
will buy again. 

For consideration Hamilton recommends the 
idea of ceramic bowls that satisfy several needs: 
if a bowl] is made for flowers in the living room, 
it can also be used in the kitchen as a mixing bowl 
or as a casserole for a buffet party; likewise, a 
stoneware bowl holds water, and it can be used 
for a baking dish, the highly fired glaze per- 
mitting easy cleaning, besides looking well on the 
party table and retaining heat for a long period 
to keep the food warm. With this idea in mind, 
much of the duplication of bowls could be elimi- 
nated. Indeed the demand for ceramics of good 
design dictated by function rather than ornamen- 
tation is here, and if the ceramic craftsman can- 
not meet the demand, the public will turn to other 


media.

For the Stars: 


Lily Pons’ “Toujours Eblouissante” 


Each season, after fulfilling her opera and con- 
cert engagements, Lily Pons spends several weeks 
resting at her house, in Palm Springs, in California. 
The location, in the hills at the foot of the snow- 
capped San Jacinto mountains, is reminiscent of 
Northern China. What was more natural, then, than 
she should request Architect J. Graham Wilson and 
Interior Designer Harold Grieve, AID to design for 
her a colorful Chinese pavilion set on the top of a 
rocky ridge in the exotic surroundings that have 
appealed to her imagination for many years? 

[he house is modern throughout, with special 
consideration for the clear light and heat of the 
desert in the wide overhang of the roof, faced 
with pecky cypress, shielding exterior walls of 
horizon-blue stucco. Broad areas of glass open up 
the interior to magnificent vistas of desert and 
mountains, with the glare softened by colorful 
woven stick curtains that also shut out the black 
of the night. The entrance doors are painted man- 
darin red, a color appearing throughout the house, 
and calligraphs in black iron form decorative lock 
plates. To one side of the entrance a series of black 
wood posts with mandarin red ceramic finials stand 
guard at a delightful little rock garden forming a 


dry stone pool, complete with stepping stones, a

Miss Pons enjoys the many amusing decorative 
touches which Interior Designer Harold Grieve has 
developed for her as part of the informal, but very 
elegant décor, and the combination of sophistication 
and informal living makes this hill-top house 
unique. A long mandarin-red runner on the floor 
of the entrance hall, designed in the Chinese manner, 
for example, has a hand-tufted fret pattern repeating 
the LP monogram of the rock garden. And many 
of Miss Pons’ objets dart from France have been 
cleverly integrated with contemporary and Chinese 
furnishings, resulting in a mood of interior decora- 
tion singularly gay and festive, expressed by the 
extraordinary distribution of well-balanced color. 
The vibrant color palette extends from one room to 
another, a long side wall of the entrance hall painted 
brass yellow, for instance, continuing into the living 
room, complemented by the two ends of pecky 
cypress glazed in chalk white and contrasted with a 
blue ceiling, the color derived from a Chinese coolie 
coat, Indeed the awareness to color of the client is 
evidenced in every room, and much thought has 
resulted in a perfect background for her beauty 
and gracious hospitality.

Sometime ago I drove to New Hampshire and stopped 
at the Gould-Ordway farmhouse, but they were not at 
home. (There is a car and they do a lot of gallivanting, 
for Eva has the wanderlust and Chester seems to share 
it.) I decided to wait for them, because a cat curled up 
in a hammock under a big maple tree and chickens in 
the yard assured me that they hadn’t gone far. 

And while I waited, I drank in the peace and quiet of 
the house and its rural surroundings. A grapevine 
planted many years ago climbed far up on a high pine. 
(“The grapes are small, but they make delicious jelly,” 
Eva told me later.) In front of the house a driveway 
wound from the main road up under a big maple to the 





door. At the lawn’s edge, red clover, evening primroses, 
goldenrod and brown-eyed susans lent color to the land- 
scape extending across the field and revealing more 
wooded hills in the distance. A vegetable garden and 
flower beds proclaimed the love for color evident in the 
brilliant hues of mill-end woolens selected so carefully 
for the rugs. 

For Chester and Eva raise all their own vegetables, 
including potatoes, and hens supply plenty of eggs. The 
grapevine, and raspberries and strawberries that abound 
are quickly at hand for jellies and jam, and there are 
apple trees to provide New England’s favorite dessert, as 
well as so much of the beauty around the house. All these 
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things and a sky of scudding clouds I was contemplating 
when Eva and Chester returned. “There’s no story about 
us, Mr. Johnson,” Eva called out from the car; “we’re 
just plain country folks!” 

But there is a story. Eva Gould has been making 
braided rugs for over sixty-five years, and selling them 
for the past forty. As financial reward, she has been able 
to keep her own home and maintain that independence 
so dear to the country folk as the years mount up—even 
beyond the four-score mark. And those who are fortunate 
enough to possess even one of the masterpieces of subtle 
harmony of color that represent the fruits of taste and 
craftsmanship, has everyday evidence of a pair of useful 
citizens who continue to add something close to reflec- 
tions of their own cheerful lives at an age when many 
would find little in their earthly future of real interest. 

This Gould-Ordway team are satisfied only when their 
rugs are beautiful as well as lasting. Theirs is a simple 
formula based on the best of materials, with colors that 
are cheerful but not garish—color blending that is the 
happy combination of experience where only the best 
they can do is good enough. “Chester and I think that 
a rug should be pretty,” says Mrs. Gould, “but we want 
our rugs to last, too. And that means good sewing in 
addition to good braiding. Some folks tell me they have 
trouble getting braided rugs to lay flat on the floor. But 
Chester and I don’t have any trouble; you just have to

sew them right. And the braids should be soft enough 
to give when the rug is walked on. It adds a feeling of 
luxury, we think. Still, the braids have to be firm if the 
rug is to last. It’s a happy medium we aim for. We braid 
them tight—but not too tight.” 

Busy folk, these partners are. Mills and stores within 
a thirty-mile radius supply their high-grade woolen 
materials. Their choice of colors is essentially their own, 
though a number of rugs are made basically to customer 
specifications to harmonize with furniture and upholstery. 
Summertime finds them traveling the countryside search- 
ing for materials or at work at home, in fair weather out 
in their chairs under the big maple tree. Eva has her 
housework, too, and Chester has his chickens to care for. 
And they both love gardening. Eva bakes her own bread 
from a wonderful recipe. “Chester doesn’t like store 
bread.” And having eaten her bread, I don’t like store 
bread anymore, either. 

Their world of the warm months is rewarding indeed. 
But I like to think of Eva and Chester in the really cold 
winter months, inside and safe from cold and storm when 
they’re braiding and sewing. I can imagine Chester say- 
ing to Eva, “Remember that time when we were kids 
playing down by the bridge, and we saw those big trout? 
Let’s see, that was in °85, wasn’t it?” “Yes,” Eva will 
say, “I think it was. I can just remember them. Weren’t

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they big, though? Chester, don’t you think a braid or 
two of that rose wool will look nice on here, next?” An 
affirmative nod from Chester, a moment or two of silence 
except for the faint crack of a rocking chair, and then—- 
“Eva, I think I'll look at the thermometer. It must be 
twenty below. Glad those hens are in a warm place.” 

And after a look at the thermometer, and more braid- 
ing and more sewing, and more conversation of friendly 
reminiscence or plans for a new rug, the time comes 
when folk get tired and put the next braids off until 
tomorrow. The stoves are checked, and the cat petted 
for a moment before going off to bed. “Don’t know who 
this cat belonged to—she just wandered in; but I guess 
she likes it here, for she stayed.” 

It’s a small world that Eva and Chester live in. Spend- 
ing an entire lifetime substantially within an eight-mile 
radius seems small to the world at large. Still their 
handiwork has traveled the Atlantic and the breadth of 
the land. And the friendliness and the warmth and the 
love built into their rugs, I think, will be around for a 
long time yet to come. When we took up a rug made for 
us from one of their floors, Chester said, “Gosh, but we 
hate to see that go. We always hate to see our rugs go.” 

It’s a small world they live in. But it’s just possible 
that what they say about their rugs applies to living, too. 
“We like it tight; but not too tight.”

The materials on view illustrate the harmony between 
design and execution that has characterized the best 
periods of textile printing throughout history, and the 
extent of the showing, as well as the care with which 
materials have been selected, allows the viewer to observe 
this harmony of subject matter and techniques as ex- 
pressed in the past and as demonstrated in contemporary 
printed fabrics. 

“One sees similar techniques used in periods widely 
separated in time,” writes Calvin C. Hathaway, director 
of the Museum, in the exhibit catalog, “and one sees 
them temporarily abandoned in favor of other, and in 
some cases inferior, methods of production. Again, one 
sees great variation in the subject-matter of textile orna- 
mentation, and in the approach to problems of design. 
Sometimes the printer is satisfied in the arbitrary, un- 
sympathetic and almost brutal imposition of decoration 
unsuited alike in scale, coloration, and quality of pig- 
ment to the woven fabric that he would adorn. More 
often, however, agreeable and harmonious prints are 
produced; and although only a minute fraction of the 
textiles of earlier centuries has survived to our day, it 
may safely be said that the best work of our contempo- 
raries is superior to that of our ancestors. 

“We now rejoice not only in mastery of material re-

sources but in a growing power of design analysis that 
permits us to adjust.to the statement we would make 
it the way in which we make it. The sensitive eye is 
now quick to detect affinities between qualities of color 
and qualities of weave; with equal awareness we recog- 
nize the inherent suitability of linear ornament, or color 
areas, to one or another kind of fabric destined to serve 
this purpose or that. There is, in short, an essentia! 
property or characteristic of textile printing quite dis- 
tinct from any other method of textile ornamentation; 


and today at last this distinction is more generally ob- | 


served by the designers and producers of printed textiles.” 

The historical section begins chronologically with Far 
Eastern fragments of the eighth century, A. D., and 
Peruvian examples from the ninth to fifteenth centuries. 
Among European examples from the fourteenth to twen- 
tieth centuries, rare designs and varied methods are 
represented, including early Rhenish prints, extremely 
rare French and Spanish prints of the Renaissance, and 
outstanding examples from the 18th and 19th centuries. 
Nearly all regions of the Orient are represented, with out- 
standing examples from India, Indonesia, China, Japan, 
Persia, Armenia, Turkey, and Russia assembled from 
many sources. Contemporary work makes up more than 
half the exhibition. 

Materials were selected by William Osmun, keeper of 
exhibitions, and Christian Rohlfing, associate keeper, to 
demonstrate four main points which the exhibition is in- 
tended to emphasize: the fluidity and diversity of printed 
design, the economic advantage of printed designs, the 
possibilities for multi-color printing on sheer materials, 
and the chronology and geography of main developments 
in textile printing. 

In the technical section, many varieties of the follow- 
ing methods of design transfer are illustrated: block 
printing, plate printing, stenciling, roller printing, silk 
screen, and various finishing processes. 

The historical section presents, in addition to many
